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Report on the Working of the Mayo College, 
Ajmer, for the year 1942-43. 

1. Management:— During the yoar tho offices of President and Vice-President 
of tho General Council have been held by His Highness tho Maharaj Rana of Dholpnr 
and His Highness the Mnharao of Kotah respectively. At a meeting of the General 
Council held in November 1912, His Highness tho Maharaj Rana of Dholpur was 
unanimously rc-elected Presidont of tho General Council for tho ensuing year with 
effect from 2tith August 1913 : His Highness the Maharawul of DuDgarpur was 
unanimoaely elected Vica-Pre&ident of the General Council.

During tho year Mr. C. G. Herbert, C.I.E., I.C.S , Political Agent at Jaipur, on 
transfer vacated his seat on tho General Council and Working Committee and his 
place was filled up by his successor, Major H. M. Poulton, O.I.E. 

On tho retirement of Mr. V. A* S. Slow, M.A., C.r.E., Raj Chandra Sen of Kunadi, 
Kotah, was elected as Secretary of the General Council and Working Committee for 
one year with effect from tho 25th January 1943. 

In addition to tho meeting held in November 1942, the General Council also 
met in April 1943, and tho Working Committee met twice, in November 1942 and 
March 1943. 

2. (<0 Finance:— During the year under report owing to withdrawal of the 
Government grant-in-aid there was a loss of income amounting to over JKB. 41,000/-. 
Economics carried oot on the recommendation of the Sub-Committee appointed for 
the purpose have gone a long way towards bridging tho gap : expenditure has been 
cut by over Rs. 31,000/-; land has been sold; and from this and other sources an increase 
of over Rs. 4,000/- in income is anticipated. 

The General Council hos appointed a Sub-Committee to make recommendations 
for the revision of the College fees on a more equitable basis and with a view to 
improving tho financial position of the College. 

(&) Sale of land:— A plot of land opposite to the old College temple, 
measuring 13 Bigbas and 10 Biswas was sold for Rs. 84,800. Another plot, adjacent 
to the N&la North of the Alwar Gate, measuring 9 Bighas and 4 Biswas was sold 
for Bs. 49,000. 

3. The College War Fund:— Regular monthly subscription* to the College 
War Fund continue to be made by members of the Staff. A special Torchlight Tattoo 
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Display was given by the College Squadron at the time of the Annual Prize-Giving; 
this, besides yielding about Rs. 400/- for the War Fund was much appreciated by 
the Old Boys and other guests assembled for the occasion. X’mas cards and Calendars 
were again this year specially painted by tho boys and Mr. Gue, the Arts Master, 
and sold. The latter’s paintings were also raffled for tho fund which bonofitted 
by these means to the extent of about Rs. GOO/-. The fund at tho end of the year 
stands with a cash balance of about Rs. 3,000/- and it should bo possible very shortly 
to send to the Vioeroy’s War Purposes Fund tho money for tho purchase of a fourth 
Mayo College Ambulance. 

4. Staff Houses:— The new Staff Houses, under construction in tho previous 
^ear, and Bix of them occupied, were finally completed during tho Winter term. 

5. The Stow Co-operative, Thrift and Credit Society, Limited, Mayo 
College. 

To counteract tho difficulties, particularly those of the inferior staff and servants 
employed in the College, occasioned by tho scarcity of grain, the Society undertook 
the work of arranging for supplies and of soiling it to those connected with the College. 
To help the Society in this laudable object the College advanced a sum of Rs. 5,000/- 
(as fixed deposit) to the Society. 


6. General Administration. 

Health.* — The general health of tho College continued good throughout the 
year. There were two cases of chicken pox and three of measles; prompt measures 
were taken and fortunately neither disease became epidemic. 

School Section:— The new Boarding Houses accommodating nearly fifty boys or 
well over a third of the boys in the Sohool Section, have progressed well during tho 
year; the economy in running possible by boys paying an inclusive fee on an equal 
basis has been shown during a year in which rising prices have caused considerable 
difficulties and anxieties in other Boarding Ho uses run on tho old system. 

The now arrangement also brings out still more clearly tho value of 
separating Senior boys and Junior boys; young boya in the Junior House are developing 
much more naturally and healthily where there are no senior boyB to disparage and 
overawe. Further steps in all departments of the Sohool to keep the youthful and 
more mature apart are both desirable and in contemplation.
